The printing io the Gazerrs office 
is now done by water pawer. The 
motor is a thirty- inch Backus: water 
wheel of 24¢ nhorse. power. The water 
is supplied from the pipes of the Re- 


| 


eleva‘ion of 188 feet above the town. 
It enters the wheel through a nozzle 
with a diameter f 5¢ of an inch,flowing 
from a two-ineh supply pipe. The 
wheel is firmly bediled in the ground 
outside the building, and the power is 
communicated to the presses by a se- 
ries of shafts and puileys. This water 
motor has been several days in use, 
and proves amply suffisieént to run 
simultaneously a Putter No. 2 cylinder 
press and a Nonpariel“ quarter-me- 
dium job press. The wüste water 
from the wheel is carried off to the 


river by a drain 50) yards long. The 


water motor has, 850 far, proved per- 
fectly sutisfactory. It obviates the 
danger from tire and explosion attend- 
ing the use Of team, can har. lly get 
out of order, Is cheap avd durable, 
and always ready for u- e. The simple 
turning bf 4 heel instantaneously 
supplies all the power desired, at fuil 
head. Cocks are pꝓr vi led for the 
thorough drainage of the wheel after 
u-ing, o that it never need be clogged 
with ice. The vn er motor is just 
the hing for u printing office, where a 


‘| sufficient head „f wat r can be hal.
